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Dr.  Walker  To  Have 
Prize  Essay  Published 


Dr.  Wanda  Walker,  education^ 
department,  has  been  awarded 
a  first  prize  of  $500  for  her  es¬ 
say,  “Toward  A  New  Philoso¬ 
phy  of  Education,”  which  she 
wrote  during  the  past  year.  The 
amount  of  the  prize  will  be  ap¬ 
plied  against  royalties. 

Dr.  Walker  said  the  essay 
deals  with  the  philosophy  of 
education  in  public  schools  to¬ 
day  and  how  the  public  schools 
are  now  developing  education¬ 
al  theories  of  the  Greeks.  It

deals  with  the  responsibilities 
of  teachers,  administrators, 
pupils,  parents  and  the  patron 
groups,  among  other  subjects. 

This  is  Dr.  Walker’s  second 
work  to  be  published.  In  1960 
she  wrote  a  “Teachers  Manual 
to  Accompany  Dr.  Jersild’s 
Fifth  Edition  of  Child  Psycho¬ 
logy.” 

Notification  of  the  award  was 
received  this  week  from  Philo¬ 
sophical.  Library,  New  York. 
The  essay,  judged  by  three 
judges,  will  be  published  early 
in  the  spring  of  1963.

?  C.  Walker,  secretary  of  Mary¬ 
ville  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  the  family  has  lived  in 
Maryville  since  1955. 

She  also  has  had  short  maga-

Students  View 
Ancient  Art 

^ree  hours  in  which  to  ab¬ 
sorb  the  artistic  achievements 
of  mankind  throughout  a  per¬ 
iod  of  centuries  -  this  was  the 
ultimatum  given  the  humani¬ 
ties  students  who  visited  tlie 
Nelson  Art  Gallery,  October 
23.  A  total  of  six  busloads  of 
students  took  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  see  the  gallery. 
They  were  accompanied  by  Mr. 
Guy  Bensusan  of  the  human¬ 
ities  department. 

Upon  arrival,  the  visitors 
were  divided  into  small  groups, 
each  of  which  toured  the  gal¬ 
lery  under  the  direction  of  a 
guide. 

Among  the  foremost  points 
of  interest  was  the  section  con¬ 
taining  collections  from  the 
Ancient  World,  which  has  been 
the  subject  of  lectures  and 
class  discussions  since  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  semester.  They 
were  offered  a  chance  to  ob¬ 
serve  actual  artifacts  from 
Babylon,  Egypt,  Assyria,  Per¬ 
sia,  Greece,  and  Rome. 

Next  came  a  glimpse  of  East 
Indian  Art,  including  a  small 
room  with  the  decor  of  an 
Indian  temple.  Following  a 
brief  survey  of  European  and 
American  paintings,  the  groups 
were  left  to  explore  on  their 
own. 

Collections  of  Chinese  sculp¬ 
ture  and  of  Chinese  bronze 
were  among  the  outstanding 
features  of  the  gallery.  Also 
a  series  of  rooms  were  furn¬ 
ished  in  the  styles  of  various 
periods  in  American  history. 


New  Probation 
Policy  Announced 

A  change  has  been  made  in 
the  number  of  grade  points  a 
student  must  fall  behind  before 
he  is  placed  on  probation.  Ret¬ 
roactive  to  September  1,  1962, 
the  ruling  now  reads  as  follows: 
“Any  student  who  at  any  time 
falls  behind  as  much  as  11 
grade  points  in  his  cumulative 
total  shall  be  automatically 
placed  on  probation. 

The  change  from  the  form¬ 
er  7  grade  points  to  the  present 
11  is  a  faculty  action  which 
was  made  October  15. 

Dr.  Robert  Foster,  Dean  of 
Administration,  explains,  “We 
feel  this  is  an  improvement  in 
that  it  prevents  the  failure  of 
one  course  from  placing  a 
student  on  probation.”  Dean 
Foster  also  added,  “This  is  not 
a  letting  up  of  standards,  but 
a  more  reasonable  approach  to 
the  problem  of  probation.” 


Blue  Room 
To  Open  Mon. 

The  Blue  Room  of  the 
Student  Union  will  be  open¬ 
ed  for  meal  service  next 
Monday,  according  to  Pres¬ 
ident  J.  W.  Jones. 

Designed  to  accommo¬ 
date  270  students,  the  room 
has  been  accepted  by  the 
architect  and  the  Board  of 
Regents.  It  is  expected  to 
aid  considerably  in  the  ser¬ 
ving  of  meals  to  the  stu¬ 
dent  patrons. 

Plans  for  use  of  the  new 
area  and  co-ordination  of 
its  use  with  present  facil¬ 
ities  have  been  made  by 
the  Dean  of  Students,  the 
Union  Board,  and  the  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  College.  The 
new  room  is  expected  to 
reduce  the  length  of  ser¬ 
ving  lines  and  to  increase 
the  rate  of  flow. 

Acceptance  of  the  Union 
building  air  -  conditioning 
unit  awaits  the  inspection 
and  testing  of  the  unit.

I  FROM  THE  EDITOR'S  DESK 

There  seems  to  be  some  misunderstanding  among  the  pros¬ 
pective  contributors  to  the  column  “Letters  to  the  Editor”.  In 
order  to  clear  up  this  problem,  perhaps  it  is  first  necessary 
to  define  the  purpose  of  this  column.  It  is  to  serve  as  an  outlet 
for  opinions  concerning  issues  about  which  the  readers  feel 
strongly.  Issues,  small  or  large,  which  are  worthy  for  one  to 
believe  in  and  fight  for. 

The  crux  of  the  matter  is  the  lack  of  signatures  on  the  letters 
which  this  desk  receives.  A  large  portion  of  these  letters  are 
worthwhile  in  content,  with  sound  logic  and  argument  The 
lack  of  signature  alone  keeps  them  from  publication.
